central records system maintained in Memphis revealed Mr. Snowden 
has not been the subject of an FBI investigation. Enclosed, 
however, is a copy of a cross reference responsive to your 
request which has been reviewed under current classification 
standards. 


A cross reference is defined as a mention of your 
subject in a file on another individual, organization, event, 
activity, or the like. In processing the cross reference, the 
pages considered for possible release included only those pages 
which mention your subject and any additional pages showing the 
context in which your subject was mentioned. 

Pursuant to your request, two pages were reviewed and 
two pages are being released. Excisions have been made from 
these pages in order to protect information exempt from 
disclosure pursuant to the following subsections of Title 5, 
United States Code, Section 552: (b)(2), (b)(7)(C), and 

(b)(7)(D). See OPCA-16a, enclosed, for an explanation of these 
exemptions. 


Notations have been made in the margins of the enclosed 
pages indicating specific exemptions applied to excised portions 
of the material. 



If you desire, you may submit an appeal from any denial 
contained herein. Appeals should be directed in writing to the 
Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, United States 
Department of Justice, Flag Building, Suite 570, Washington, 

D. C. 20530, within sixty days from receipt of this letter. The 
envelope and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of 
Information Appeal" or "Information Appeal." Please cite the 
name of the office to which your original request was directed.
